1. ELEGANT KNITS Martin Storey 



£15.99, Rowan 

Martin Storey is already synonymous with elegant knits so it comes as no 
surprise that this book is full of pretty designs featuring Martin's trademark 
shaping and stitch detail and using Rowan's sumptuous yarns. His focus 
here is to design elegant patterns for women of all shapes and sizes; think 
simply shaped tunics with cute pocket detail and oversize cable jumpers 
and cardigans, just perfect to snuggle into. There are also some beautiful 
accessories, including lace wraps, a cape, bolero and the pretty beaded 
hat and gloves set. It's a typical classy affair in a muted colour palette 
(though of course you can change that!). Look out for the pretty Clear 
fingerless gloves pattern in next month's issue! 

2. GRANNY SQUARES AND SHAPES Susan Pinner 



£14.99, GMC Publications 

After the success of her first book. Granny Squares: 20 Crochet Projects 
with a Vintage Vibe, Susan Pinner is back with her second book on the 
not-so-humble granny square. This book concentrates on shapes, colours 
and textures, which Susan actively encourages you to play around with and 
make your own. Simple granny squares (or circles, hexagons etc) are quick 
and easy to make and come in a huge variety of patterns and colourways 
that offer lots of design potential as the building blocks of a wealth of 
projects. From slippers to stool covers, headbands to hats and many home 
knits and accessories, there are lots of projects for everyone, from beginners 
to advanced crocheters. Turn to page 68 for the pretty Pillow cover pattern. 

3. ONE BALL OE WOOL Dorling Kindersley

As we go into autumn the number of quick knit accessories we look for 
amplifies as we start thinking about hats, scarves, mitts and other quick 
projects that will keep us warm (or busy as the evenings get darker). 

One Boll Knits has 25 patterns in both knit and crochet, that (obviously) 
take just one ball to knit up, all of which you could whip up in an evening. 
Great for gifts or using up your stash, there are plenty of hats, headbands, 
scarves, mitts, gloves, bags, toys and accessories here for women, men, 
kids, and even pets. We love the stylish Urban bobble beanie we have 
here on page 68. 

4. ADVENTURES IN MOCHIMOCHILAND 

Anna Hrachovec

The popularity ofamigurumi (tiny knitted or crocheted stuffed toys) is still 
going strong this year as Anna Hrachovec brings out her second venture 
into what she calls 'Mochimochiland'. What started off as a collection of 
tiny knitted characters grew until it was obvious they needed an entire 
world of their own. Here Anna has created three stories delving into the 
lives of these mini characters. Follow the adventures of carnivorous baked 
goods in The Hungry Donut, a tale of treasure and taxes in An Underwater 
Election and a love affair between blimp and balloon in The Lighthearted 
Lovers. Of course, you can knit all the characters and create your own 
stories, with the patterns for each character included at the back!

Made from 100% Mongolian cashmere Lotus Handspun Cashmere is a squishy 
cloud of softness. Using high quality fibres, two ends of handspun cashmere are 
twisted together, giving this yarn its strength, plied construction and rustic look. 
It’s a pleasure to knit with, producing a warm and lightweight fabric with gentle 
stitch irregularities and a subtle blur. As you’ll gather from the price, this is not 
a yarn for everyday use, but if you’re looking for a treat then you’ll love this yarn 
and you’ll cherish the project when it’s finished. There are 12 shades to choose 
from including shade 06 Blush shown here and pattern support is available in a 
selection of four loose leaflets. As you’d expect, treat this yarn with care. Hand 
wash only, do not tumble dry, do not bleach, do not iron, dry flat.

It has a multicoloured 
effect with subtle bands of colour and a slub construction that contrasts with a soft 
twist on the fat sections and a much tighter twist where the yarn is thin. It knits up ; 
quickly on 6.5mm needles with a standard tension of 14 sts and 19 rows, producing 
a warm, lightweight fabric with slight variations in stitch size that’s wonderfully 
soft. There are eight shades to choose from including shade 200 Foxley shown here. 
Pattern support is available in a collection of leaflets featuring sweaters, cardigans 
and coats for both men and women. The yarn is ideal for small accessories like .

ONE TO WATCH: 

ELLA NISBETT 

Abi Cox talks to Graduate Fashion Week award 
winner Ella Nisbett about her debut collection 
inspired by the stylish Sapeurs of the Congo. 



TELL US A BIT ABOUT YOURSELF AND 
WHAT YOU DO. 

I'm Ella, a knitwear designer originally from 
Northampton and have just graduated from 
Nottingham Trent University with a BA Hons in 
Knitwear Design. 

HOW WOULD YOU DESCRIBE YOUR 
KNITWEAR DESIGNS? 

That's tough because knitwear is so varied, I'm 
always learning new techniques and stitches 
and I love so many different styles. My recent 
work has tended to be knit on a fine gauge 
Dubied machine. My handwriting is often 
decorative and ornamental, making use of 
striking colour combinations and pattern. 

These characteristics are then applied to 
fabrics in a refined and highly considered way, 
where placement, proportion and balance are 
imperative. I've explored processes such as 
flock printing, bonding, dying and jacquard 
to complement and enhance my knits. This, 
combined with contemporary pattern cutting, 
lends my work a clean and refined aesthetic; 
an aspect that was particularly important in 
the design of my menswear collection where 
I wanted the guys to convey an expression of 
elegance and decoration whilst maintaining a 
mature edge of sophistication and swagger. At 
the same time I think sometimes an oversized 
cable knit in a gorgeous chunky yarn can't be 
beaten and I'm hoping to pick up my needles 
over summer to knit some bigger stuff! 

DID YOU ALWAYS WANT TO PURSUE A 
CAREER IN TEXTILES? 

I have always been creative, but no. Growing up 
I also had a strong academic streak and when 
it came to deciding on my A-levels I was torn 
between the two. I chose the more academic 
route and started on a Biology degree at 
Sheffield University before deciding that it 
wasn't where my passion lay. Being creative 
was what I loved and I missed it too much, so 
I returned to college to redo my exams and 
then get a place on the textiles course at NTU. 

I am still keenly interested in science and it's 
definitely helped me to understand things like 



power knit programming, yarn qualities and 
technical developments in the industry. Now I 
appreciate that I am able to do what I love and I 
am very lucky for that to be the case. 

WHEN DID YOU START TO EXPERIMENT 
WITH KNITTING AND WHY DID YOU 
CHOOSE TO SPECIALISE IN IT? 

My first experience of knitting was in a mini 
taster session during my first year of textile 
design at uni. I was terrible at it and everything 
kept falling off the machine! When it came to 
specialising in the second year I think I was 
initially attracted to the knitwear course as it 
had such a strong international reputation and 
the opportunity of an industrial placement 
year. Knitwear also has the perfect balance of 
design and technical skill for the way I work; 
it fuses creativity with an element that is very 
logical and mathematical. I landed on knitting 
in quite a roundabout way, but I absolutely 
love it now. It's incredibly rewarding to go 
from a length of yarn and see it through to 
a final finished product. Understanding the 
whole process and being able to design a 
fabric especially for a garment is what makes it 
special and sets it apart. No one else will have 
that fabric! It's also an especially exciting time 
for knitwear, with designers being increasingly 
experimental and pushing beyond the 
boundaries of conventional knitwear. 

WHO OR WHAT HAS BEEN YOUR 
BIGGEST INFLUENCE? 

My biggest influence this year has been the men 
that were at the heart of my collection. I was 
inspired by the Sapeurs, a subcultural group 
in the Congo alongside the 1940s Zootsuiters 
and Zazous. I admire the way that in the face 
of adversity, these men used their sartorial flair 
to express their own unique identity and to 
stand up for what they believed in. I love their 
confidence to celebrate the male body and 
confront traditional ideologies of masculinity 
in society. In terms of designers, I am inspired 
by many but find Yojhi Yamamoto particularly 
inspiring for his silhouettes, Haider Ackermann 
for his unique, effortlessly luxe menswear 



aesthetic and Kenzo for strong use of colour and 
Pringle for exciting and innovative knitwear. 

CONGRATULATIONS FOR WINNING TWO 
AWARDS AT THIS YEAR'S GRADUATE 
FASHION WEEK. CAN YOU TELL US ABOUT 
YOUR EXPERIENCE? 

Thank you so much! I am amazed. I'm not 
sure it's fully sunk in yet! The experience was 
incredible, the work exhibited and the creativity 
and standard at GFW were all phenomenal. 
There is so much graduate talent. A definite 
highlight was having the opportunity to talk 
through my work with the judging panels. 

To have the time and attention of such highly 
respected industry professionals and for them 
then to recognise my work in such a way was so 
overwhelming and inspiring. 

OTHER THAN WINNING THE AWARDS, 
WHAT HAS BEEN YOUR BIGGEST 
ACHIEVEMENT TO DATE? 

It would probably be my placement year 
working for Hugo Boss out in Switzerland. It 
was an invaluable experience and taught me so 
much about the industry and working in a global 
organisation. I also learnt to snowboard whilst I 
was out there, so that was a bonus achievement! 

IF YOU WEREN'T ATEXTILE DESIGNER, 

WHAT WOULD YOU BE DOING INSTEAD? 

I love graphic design at the moment. I'm 
hooked on looking for lovely typefaces! So 
perhaps something to do with that. Otherwise 
travelling... there is so much of the world that I 
want to see. 

WHAT ARE YOU WORKING ON NOW? 

I have been working in the design team at a 
company called Chinti and Parker and will be 
for the next few weeks. GFW has brought about 
opportunities and ideas that I had previously not 
given much consideration to, so the future is a 
very exciting time!

(52 granny shells). 

Round 4: Repeat granny-shell round in A 
(56 granny shells). 

Round 5: Repeat granny-shell round in H 
(60 granny shells). 

Round 6: Repeat granny-shell round in F 
(64 granny shells). 

Round 7: Repeat granny-shell round in E 
(68 granny shells). 

Round 8: Repeat granny-shell round in A 
(72 granny shells). Use this round to join as you 
go if preferred. Join the large square to two 
small squares and the Front to the Back of the 
pillow. Alternatively, make a Front and a Back 
and join them together using dc, matching each 
st, and leaving an opening. 

SMALL MOTIF 

Follow pattern for large motif to Round 6. 

Round 7: Continue using E, *7 dc into next 
loop, rep from * to end, sl st to complete round, 
cut and weave in end. 

Granny-shell corner 

To turn the circle into a square, add granny-

0.5[1.5:1.5:2:2:2:2:2.5]in). 

Cast off all stitches using l-cord cast-off 
(casting on 3 stitches for l-cord at beginning). 

TO FINISH OFF 

l-cord buttonholes 

Using double-pointed needles, cast on 3 sts. 
*K all sts, slip all sts to RH end of needle, 
pull yarn snugly to close gap; repeat from * 
until l-cord meas approx 
10[10:12.5:12.5:12.5:15:15:15]cm 
(4[4;5:5:5:6:6:6]in). 

Note: Work longer or shorter l-cord if you are 
using larger or smaller buttons. 

Cast off all stitches. 

Repeat this 2[2;3:3:3:3:3:4] more times or for 
desired number of buttonholes. 

Fold l-cord in half and pin ends in position on 
RH side of Front for girl, LH side for boy. 

Sew l-cord carefully in place with yarn and 
tapestry needle. Sew buttons in position 
opposite l-cord buttonholes. 

Sew pockets neatly in position. 

Weave in all loose ends. •

Cast on 3 sts. 

Rowl(WS): Purl. 

Row 2: Kl , ml , kl , ml , kl . 5 sts. 

Row 3: PI , ml , p3, ml , pi . 7 sts. 

Starting with a knit row, work four rows in st st. 
Row 8: Kl, k2tog tbi, kl, k2tog, kl. 5 sts. 

Row 9: Purl. 

Row 10: Kl, sll, k2tog, psso, kl. 3 sts. 

Cast off. 

TO FINISH OFF 

Sew in all loose ends. 

Gently press arms and ears, and the outer 
edges of body to stop the edges from curling, 
this will help with the sewing up. 

Fold body in half, WS together, and pin the 
edges at regular intervals to keep them even. 
With RS facing, use mattress stitch to sew from 
the bottom seam towards the nose. Starting 
from the cast-off edge, sew up the legs using 
a long enough tail of yarn so that you can sew 
the bottom seam once the Clanger has been 
stuffed. Insert stuffing through the open bottom 
seam, using a small amount to start with so that 
you do not overstuff the nose. 

Once stuffed, sew up the bottom seam. 

Fold one arm in half. Wrong Sides together. 

With RS facing, use mattress stitch to sew up the 
cast-on edge and side seam of arm. 

Repeat for the second arm, then stuff both 
firmly and sew securely to the armholes. 
Features 

To use the templates provided, trace the shapes 
and then cut them out from thin card 
or paper. 

Refer to the photographs as a guide for 
positioning the features and sew them in place 
using thread to match the felt colour. 

Eyes: Cut two small circles of black felt, 
then pin and stitch to head. 



Nose: Cut a small circle of pink felt, 
then stitch into position. 

Ears: Using template and pink felt, cut two inner 
ears and stitch to wrong side of knitted outer 
ears. Pin and stitch ears to head, leaving enough 
space between the ears for the hair. 

Hands: Using template and pink felt, cut two 
hands, then pin and stitch to bottom of arms. 
Feet: Using template, cut four feet from black

felt and two more from card. Trim the card 
pieces so that they are slightly smaller than the 
felt pieces. Sandwich each card piece between 
two black felt pieces and sew around the 
edges. Once both feet have been completed, 
pin and stitch to bottom of legs. 

Hair: Using template, cut hair from desired 
colour of felt, then pin and stitch into position 
between ears. ► 
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Outfit 

To use the templates provided, trace the shapes 
and then cut them out from thin card or paper. 
Refer to the photographs as a guide for making 
up the outfit. 

Tunic: Using templates, cut the pieces for the 
tunic from red felt. 

Use metallic gold thread or 4 ply yarn to work 
a running stitch around the outer edges of each 
felt piece. Sew the tunic pieces together using 
red thread, checking regularly to make sure that 
the tunic will fit onto the body and the pieces 
are not too close together or too far apart. 

Bow: Cut a rectangle of orange felt, approx. 

2 X 2.5 cm. Pinch the felt at the centre to form 
a concertina shape, allowing the edges to fan 
out. Using orange thread, sew along the centre 
to secure. Position the bow on top of the head 
between the ears and sew to the hair. #

Match the swatch Abbreviations 



To match the sizes and measurements given in our patterns you must 
make a tension swatch (gauge) before knitting the project. If your swatch 
turns out larger than ours, try again using smaller needles. If it is too small, 
try larger needles. 

Sewing up 



1 Before you sew knitted pieces together, pin the pieces flat to the 
measurements given on our diagrams. 

2 Steam press, lightly steam or spray lightly with water depending 
on washing instructions on the ball band. 

3 Allow pieces to cool and dry before sewing up. 

4 To sew up use the yarn you knitted with. Or, if the yarn is textured 
and hard to sew, use a smooth matching yarn - cotton with cotton, 
wool with wool, etc. 

5 Many garments can be made up by sewing shoulder seams first, 
then setting in sleeve head to armhole, then completing 

by sewing along the long seam of the sides and sleeves. 

Each pattern has extra tips where necessary. 

6 Darn in all ends and finish seams by lightly steaming from wrong 
side, provided the yarn can be steamed. 

Choosing alternative yarns 



1 Choose a modern yarn that you like, with a similar look, 
composition and weight to the one in the old pattern. 

2 Knit a tension swatch (gauge) and compare it to the one 
given in the pattern. If they both come out to the same size, 
you're onto a winner! 

3 Calculate how much yarn to buy. Many patterns tell you the length 
of yarn in each ball as well as the weight. So if the pattern uses 

10 balls at 130 metres per ball, you know you need up to 1,300 
metres of yarn. Check the length per ball of your new yarn and 
divide the total yarn length by the length in one ball to get the 
number of balls you need to make the item. 

4 Compare the total weight of each yarn length. For example if the 
original pattern had 10 balls at 50g each, the total weight would 
be 500g. Now that you have worked out how many balls of 
new yarn you are buying, just multiply the number of balls by the 
weight per ball. That should roughly match the 500g total that 
you had for the old yarn. It's just another way to check that you 
are on the right track. 

5 Use this same method to substitute yarns for modern patterns, 
where the yarn is too expensive or difficult to obtain, or if you just 
want to use up yarn in your stash.

OCEAN ERRATA 

Q l am in the process of knitting 
a jumperfrom thejuly 2013 
issue. It is Ocean by SMC 
Select, and I am doing size 
medium so I cast on 117 stitches 
for the back. When I get to the dec 
section I decreased 2 stitches both 
ends, as instructed, and worked 
19 rows without shaping. It then 
advises repeating the last 20 rows 
once more, which means another 
decrease of 2 stitches, then 
another decrease row - another 
2 stitches - 1 have 111 stitches on 
the needle at this point. Then the 
instruction is to dec one stitch at 
each end of next and 2 foil 20th 
rows, but the pattern says it should 
leave 111 stitches and I have 105? 
Can you please advise if I am 
reading it wrong?

A lt appears that in the process 
of translating this pattern 
into our house style some of 
the instructions missed the edit 
so having been in contact with 
our brilliant tech editor/pattern 
checkers. I'm reliably informed 
that the pattern should read 
like this: 

Cast on 99[108:117:129:140] sts. 

Beg with a WS row work as foils: 
Row 1 (WS): Knit. 

Next 2 rows: Purl. 

Next 2 rows: Knit. 

Next 2 rows: Purl. 

Beg with a k row cont in st st until 
back meas 12cm (4.75in) ending on 
a WS row. 

Shape sides 

Next row (dec): K3, k2tog, kto last 
5 sts, skpo, k3. (117 -2 = 115 sts). 
Work 19 rows. 

Rep last 20 rows once then dec 
row again. 93[102:111:123:134] sts.

SUPERSIZE ME 

Q l was inspired by your 
article on Lauren Aston 
who specialises in super- 
sized knitted pieces. I was also 
taught to knit as a child but was 
always frustrated that stitches 
got lost before a row was 
finished and in general projects 
took ages to complete or just 
got abandoned altogether. 

I've worked with chunky yarns 
like Big Wool before but am 
amazed at the scale of Lauren's 
work. Where can I find yarn 
THAT big and, of course, where 
can I find needles to match?

specialises in beautiful and 
elegant designs that are, dare 
I say it, sexy without being 
too revealing. Her website 
www.beautifulcrochetstuff. 
com is where you'll find 
lots of free patterns that are 
extremely well explained 
with clear round-by-round 
written instructions as well as 
step-by-step photography. 

If you don't like working 
from diagrams, some of 
the designs have been 
translated into written form 
and are available as PDF 
downloads for $5 (around 
£3.20). As your crochet isn't 
as advanced as your knit 
knowledge, have a look at 
the Angel sleeve crochet 
tunic free pattern. It begins 
at the neck and is worked in 
rounds using only a handful 
of stitches. Although I'm no 
crochet expert, I feel I'd be 
more than able to follow 
the instructions. As you can 



see, it's worked in colourful 
stripes, which means it will 
go with a variety of outfits but 
it also works equally well in a 
single neutral colour to make 
it more versatile. 

Alternatively, the Crochet 
leaf tunic begins with small 
flower motifs that are joined 
together to create the centre 
panels and a V-neck opening. 
A small 4-row leaf pattern is 
then worked into the outer 
edges of the panels, creating 
the sides of the garment and 
ending at the underarm seam 
where the back and front 
pieces are joined. This is a 
design which will suit a variety 
of sizes and, because the side 
sections are worked in long 
rows of stitches which are 
vertical when worn, it can be 
widened by simply working 
more repeats of the 4-row 
Leaf pattern. That way you can 
make it as close fitting or as 
loose as you like. 




A For anyone who may 
have missed the 
article, Lauren Aston 
was featured as our One To 
Watch back in issue 144, 
August 2015. She works as a 
designer-maker producing 
beautifully simple home 
accessories on a mega 
chunky scale and her work 
proves how an increase in 
scale can transform a stitch 
from simple to dramatic. 

I first heard of Finnish 
company TJOCKT from one 
of my Kingston University 
students who had found that 
Rowan Big Wool just wasn't 
big enough. Founded by 
Maria Leivo, TJOCKT specialise 
in knitted textiles made using 
bulky and super bulky yarns. 
When they first launched their 
collection of home and fashion 
accessories they received 
a great response, not only 
for the finished items, but 
also from knitters wanting to 
buy their 'full fat' yarns. The 
product range focuses on all 
natural fibres such as naturally 



coloured alpaca and dyed or 
undyed Merino sourced from 
Russia, the Falkland Islands 
and Finland, however all their 
yarns are spun in Finland. 

Fat of The Land Merino 
knits on a 35mm needle and 
a single strand of this pure 
Merino yarn measures around 
3cm wide, giving a tension 
of about 2.5-3 sts over 10cm. 
There are 13 colours available 
and prices start at €13.90 
for lOOg. For something a 
little more lightweight (but 
not by much) have a look at 
the brilliantly named Fat and 
Sassy. Also made from 100% 
Merino wool, it knits on a 25- 
28mm needle and to give you 
an idea of tension there are 3 
sts to 10cm. So yes, it really 
is fat and there are 18 sassy 
shades to choose from. Prices 
also start at €13.90 for lOOg. 

When working on this scale 
it's often a problem to find the 
appropriate knitting needles 
and you rarely find sewing 
needles the right size in 
order to make 'making up' as 



straightforward as it should be. 
Thankfully another stockist of 
big, fat yarns is Jenny's KnitCo, 
which you'll find on Etsy. 
Originally from the Ukraine, 
Jenny was inspired to start 
up an Etsy shop (www.etsy. 
com/people/JennysKnitCo) 
after receiving numerous 
compliments on the items her 
and her mother knitted for 
themselves. As well as finished 
items and Merino wool, she 
also sells simple but beautifully 
hand-crafted knitting needles, 
both separately and as part 
of a kit. Size 25mm single 
points are 60cm long and 
start at around £19, whilst the 
same size in circular (with an 
80cm cable) start around £16. 
Remember that although you 
may be more used to working 
with straight needles, the 
sheer weight of yarns of this 
scale means your projects will 
be much heavier than standard 
weight yarns. I'd be tempted 
to go for a yarn that knits on a 
circular needle so the weight 
sits in your lap instead.

A utumn is my favourite time of the year 
and it s not only because the cosy 
handknits come out, but also because 
snuggling up at home with a cuppa, some 
knitting and a good film becomes acceptable 
again. Yes, the fun of summer out in the parks, at 
the beach and in the garden has been glorious, 
but they say that home is where the heart is and 
that is certainly true for me. Especially as that's 
also where I keep my yarn! 

I like my home not only to be comfy and cosy 
for my family, but also to reflect our personalities. 
Everyone's home should say something about 
them. Of course for me that means yarn and 
knitting. The lovely thing about having your own 
living space is being able to put your personal 
stamp on it and I liketothinkthat my home has 
just enough knitting touches about it without it 
being some kind of yarn bomb disaster zone. 

In my home there are the obvious additions of 
knitting, which could indeed crop up in anyone's 
home, not just a knitter's. Handknitand crochet 
blankets are a must in my house as pretty much 
the moment I sit down I like to snuggle under 
what we call a 'rug' on the sofa.

"Who lives in a house like 
this?" It just has to be a knitter. 

You can ofcoursegeta bit carried away with 
decorating your home with knitted items, as 
demonstrated by several artists over the past 
few years. Olek, who is a Polish crochet artist, 
makes a living from creating wild and wacky 
crochet cosies for entire rooms, houses, trains 
and even people (www.oleknyc.com). Isabel 
Berglund created an entire knitted room in 



2005 which had wearable clothing sewn onto 
the walls that you could slip into. It also had a 
huge knitted tree in the centre of the room, as 
you do (www.isabelberglund.dk). And if you 
feel like immersing yourself in knitting during 
your holidays, you can stay in the Do Knit 
Disturb room at the Pelirocco Hotel, Brighton. 
The room is furnished with everything from 
a knitted telephone to a full wool English 
breakfast and some stitched seagulls 
(www.hotelpelirocco.co.uk). 

It is a lovely thing to walk into someone's 
home and feel like you know more about them 
just by being among theirthings. So, if your 
knitting passion is lacking in your abode get 
going and put your knitty stamp on your home. 
You just need to decide if you're going subtle 
with a few knitting touches or go the whole hog 
with a knitted room cosy. Your choice.
